[cf on ſhoʒe, I ſtraight wih my companions 
went fo offer incenſe to the goddeſſe of pꝛoſperitie, which 
the Citizens call Aſtarte. Whither being come, my deuo⸗ 
tion done, and my oblations offered vp, deſirons te takea 
biew of the ancient Ponuments of the Temple, J peffed 
gꝛough manie places, where moſt ſumptnous ſepulchers 
were erected: which being ſeene, as J thought to haue gene 
o my lodging I ſpied a Cell, dauing the doe open: where⸗ 
nto as Jenired, J ſaw an Archflamin ſitting (as J ſuppo- 
ed) at his D213ons , foz ſo was the Pꝛieſt of the Goddeſſes 
ermed, who being clothed in white Sattfn Robes, and 
rowned with a D:aveme of pcrfec gold, leaned his head 
von bis right hand, powzing fo:th ſtreames of watrith 
teares, as dut ward ſignes of ſome inward paſſiens , and 
eld in his left hand the counterfaite of Foztune , with one 
tt trode vpon a Polype fiſh, and with the other on a Ca⸗

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baue not pzeſum2d as thinking to gine any iuſt occaffon of 
' offence , but as a ſtranget, deſtcous to ſee the Pruuments 


of this an: tient Z2mple,whichas J narrowly viewed, bap⸗ 
pening by chance info this your Cell, and ſeing pour olde 
age perplered with ſtrange paſſions, 2 ped as one willing

CTye old: man verie attentigely bearing my falke, ha- 
ning ſomewhat digeſted bis choller „ring vp from his ſcat, 
made me this friendly anſwer. 
Friend quoth be ) all is not gold that gliſters, the ſmm⸗ 
cheſt talke hach oft times þ (malleſt truth;the Sunne wien 
it glireth moſt bztght , then bz@dcth the greateſt ſhowze: 
when the Boꝛe lapeth downe his baiſtles, then he meaneth 
to ſtrike. Che Painter caſtethj the faireſt colour ouer þ fou- 
leit bod, and rangers flatterings are oft times but mers 
fallacions:pet whether thy talke be truth o2 tales: whether 
tßpou cd neſt to note my paſſtons as a ſpie, oz baſt by chance 
pit into my Cell as a ſtranger, J care not: foz it theu enuis 
me as a foe, I fo2cc thee not, in that J fearc not the ſpitc of 
Foztunc : if thau muſe at my ſudden motions, as one des

J have been my ſclfe a Pꝛince, which am now ſubiect vn⸗ 
to power:alate a mighty Potentate, and now conſtrained to 
Vue under a ſerutle law: not cõtented erewhile with a pꝛin⸗ 
” celiePallace,now ſufficiently ſatiſfied with a poze Cell, £ 
vet this pꝛeſent want excerdes my wonted weale. Jthen

bad to much in penurie and now J lacke in ſupertluitie, bee⸗ 
ing cloxed with aboundance, vet pauing nothing in that my 
minde remaineth ſatiſfied. Foztune, yea Foꝛztune in fauou⸗ 
ring me, hath made me molt infoztunate. Syzenlike hiding 
vnder muſiche miſerie, bnder pleaſure paine, vnder mirth 
mourning , like the ſugred Yonicombe , which while a man 
| tonchethbeis ſong with Bees. She pzeſenteth faire ſhapes, 
> Which pzoue but fading ſhadowes, ſhe pzofereth Poun⸗ 
taines and perhaps kepeth pꝛomiſe, but the gaines of theſe | 
golden ines is loſſe 4 miſerie. None rode on Seianus hozſe, / 
which got not miſhap , None toucht the gold ol Tholoſfs,/ 
whom ſome diſaſter chaunce did not aſſaile; neither bath 
> anpbenaduancedby foztune , which in time hath not ben 
cW.rolled with ſomt hapleſſe calamitie. I ſpeakethis by expe⸗ 
= rience, which J pzay the Gods thou neuer try by pzofe : foz 
he onelie is to be thought happie, whom the inconſtant fas 
uour of Foztune hath not made happte . The Picture which 
thou ſeeſt heere, is the perfect counterfaite of her inconſtant 
conditions, foz ſhe like to the Polype Fiſh,farnethherſelfe 
into the likencCfſe ef euerpobiect, and with the Camelion tas 
keth her whole delight in change,being ſure in nothing but 
in this, that ſhe is not ſure. Mhich inconſtancie after 3 
had knowne by to much pꝛofe, I began to arme m ſelte a- 
gainſt her guiles, and to count her fauning flatterie, and her 
frownes ok no foꝛce, not to accept her as a friend, but to des 
ſpiſe her as a foe, and in deſpight of her fained deitie, to op⸗ 
pole my ſele againſt her fickle power , which J haue found 
the greateſt ſhicld to ſhzowde me row her ſecret inturies, 
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'haue left my Pallace, and taken me to a ſimple Cell, in 
the one J found often diſpleaſure, tut in the other nAterbuf 
tontentation. FromaPzinceof the earth, J am become a 
Pꝛieſt fo the Gods,ſxking only by this obſcure life to pleaſe 
my ſelfe, and diſpleaſe Foztane : whoſe picture when I ſee, 
I wepe that J was ſo fond, as to be ſubiec to ſuch a ſernils 
Dame, and A laugh, that at laſt J triumph both ouer mine 
owne affedions, and ouer Foztune.

= Ntill J wart wearie of my diademe, (quoth 
be) Y was king of the famens Countrey of 
| Denmarke, wherein, after Boſphorus decea⸗ 
ſ ſed, foz ſo was my father called, J raigned 
5 in bappie pꝛoſperitie, comming top Crown 
| = at the age of one and twentie peares, being 
lo donderer of my ſubicctes foʒ my vertve, and fo loued foz 
my curteſte, as A did nof_onely gaine the hearts of mine 
owne Countrimen, but Mo win the god will of ffrangers. 
J could not complaine of lacke , in that my greateſt want 
was ſtoꝛe. J feared not the fozceof fozraine ſoes, ſoꝛ J knew 
none but were my faithfull friends. Jdoubted no miſ-foz- 
tune, foꝛ J could ſc no way fo2z me to miſhap : nay, if I bad 
bene wile, J might the moze baue feared miſerie, in that 1 
was ſo fully panipered vp with felititie. But J poze w2etch 
was not daunted with any dꝛead, becauſe J ſaw no pzeſent 
danger: Jthought the ſea being calme, there could come ns 
fempeſt : that from the flere aire could enſue no ſfo2zme, 
that quiet caſe was not the mother of difſention , and that 
where Foꝛtune once tuned, in the ſtringsconld neuer bee 


found anie diſcoꝛd. 
But O fond and inkoꝛtunate Arbaſto, foʒ ſo is mp name, 


and therfoꝛe infoꝛtunate in that thou art Arbaſto, thou now 


beſt tried though by hapleſſe experienee, that when Nilus fil⸗ 
leth vp bis bounds, enſuetb a dearth: when the Angelica is 
laden with mc ſa de, then he dieth: when muſicke was 
beard in e Capitoll, then the Romanes were plagued with 
peſtilen - when Circes pꝛoffered molt giftes , ſhee pꝛeten⸗ 
ded moſt guile , and that when Fo2tone hath depziucd 
thee of moſt care, then thee meanes to d2owne thee in the 
greateſt calamitie. Foz as thus A ſafely floated in the 
Seas of ſecoritie , and bathed in the ſfreames ok blifſe, 
Foztune,thinking at length to giue me tbe - degan tþus 
2 
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fo pzoffer the checke. J hauing but one onely bꝛother called 
Tebaldo,whom fuzced by nature, I moſt enfirely loued and 


liked, who ſotourned in Fraunce , as one deſicous to ſe the 
manners of ffrafige countries, and to furniſh himſelfc with 
all qualities fit foz a wozthy Gentlema , J vnhappily recei- 
vednewes,that he was cowardly without cauſe flaine in þ 
French Court, which ſo appalled my fences, as nature molt 
cruelly erclaimed againſt Foztune,in ſo much that ſcoꝛched 
with the flame of ſpedie revenge, contrarie to the connſaile 
of my nobles, with a reſolute mind, J determined to muade 
France and either to bꝛing p whole realme to ruine, oz elſe 
to hazard life andlimme in the baMeit: well. no perſwaſion 
being able to dꝛiue me from this ſetled determination, J 
cauſed my Ships to be rigged, and with as much ſpeede as 
might be, layled into France with a great nauie, where 3 
bad no ſoner landed my ſouldiers, but as a pꝛoſeſſed foe cra- 
wing no other recõpence foz my bꝛotpers death but their des 
ftruction , A burnt their bozders,fircd their fozts, raſed their 
Townes and Cities to the earth, vſing no mercie but this 
that hauing depztued them of their poſſeſſions, alſo berea⸗ 
ned them of their liues. Pelorus hearing with what violence 
J had inuaded his land (foz ſo the French king was called) 
fearing that he was not able fo withſtand my fozce, ſæ ing p 
Foꝛtune ſo fauoured my enterpꝛiſe, paſled ſpediiy with big 
whole holt vnto Orleance, whither J haſted being not great. 
ly reſiſted, laying valiantlp a ſtrong ſiege to the citic, which 
after J had diucrs times afſaulted,# had ſo ſhaken $ walles 
with Cannon ſhot , that they were fozced fo fkreathen them 
with new counter mures . Pclorus balfe daunted with my 
deſperat attemptes coueted (ecretly fo conclude a peace: to 
colour therefoze this his intent with a falſe ſhadow he ſpte⸗ 
dilp diſpatched an Perald, to intreat a truce fo2 tþ2c& 1140s 
nethes which betng bahappily graunted, and therefo2e vn⸗ 
bappily becauſe graunted, it was lawfull fo2 them of Den⸗ 
marke peaceably fo paſſe into the Cittie, and foz them of 
Orleance quietly to coms into our Campe. While thus the 

| truce 
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trute continued J being deftrous fo take a viewe of the 
French Court,accompanied with my Hobles, went to Pe 
lorus, who willing to ſhew his martiall courage by vfing 
courteſic to his foe, gaue me very ſumptuous and courteous 
entertainment. But alas, ſuch deſaſter hap enſaedofthis 
my fond defire,that death had bin thziſe moze welcome then 
ſuch endleſſediſftreſſe. Foz Pelorus had onely two daugh- 
ters,the elde ſt called Myrania , the pongeſt named Dorali- 
cia, ſofayzeand wel: featured, as Venus would haue bene 
” &fealous if Adonis had liued to ſe their beauties But eſpect- 
allie logely Doralicia, and therefoze moze lonely, becauſe J 
ſo entirelp loued, was ſo beautified with the gifts of nature, 
and ſo adozned with moze then earthly perfecis, as the ſee⸗ 
med to be framed by nature to blemiſh nature, and Pbeanty 
had ſkipt beyond herſkil,tn framing a pece of ſuch curious 
woꝛkemanſhip, foz that which in her ( reſpecting her other 
perfections)was ofno p2ice , would be counted in others a 
pearle , her greateſt want would in others be thought a 
ſtoze,ſo Þ if any thing lacked in her, it was not to be ſought 
fo; in any earthly creature. This Doralicia.becing appoin- 
ted by vniuſt Foztune to be the inſtrument of mp fall, actõ⸗ 
panied with her ſiſter Myrania and other Ladies came into 
the Chamber where her father and J was at parle, whoſe 
goꝛgious pꝛeſence fo appaled my ſences, that I ſtaod aſtoni⸗ 
ſhcd, as if with Perſeus ſhield J had beene made a ſenceleffe 
picture, not knowing from whence this luddaine and vncer⸗ 
taiue paſſion ſhould pꝛotœde:pet this fond affection J felt to 
rule mp fancie that as the Dozmonſe cannot ſhut his epes 
as long as he lycth in the beames of the dun, as the Deare 
can not reale from bzaying where the herbe Poly groweth, 
ſo could not I bat fare on the face of Doralicia, as long as 
ber beautie was fach an heauenly obiect . She narrowlie 
marking my gazing lokes, tratght perceiued that J was 
galled,qthercfoze fo ſhew how lightly the accounted of my 
liking , paſſ:dout of the Chamber with a cop and Court lie 
countenance, but Myrania as one perteiuing and pittying 
B ii 


of cowardiſe, that beauſie ſhould make me bend, J fel at laſt 
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my _ , kemed with her lokes to ſay in hart, Arbaſto, 
arewell. 

Theſe two Goddeſſes bieing gone, feeling mp minde 
ſomewhat perplered, Jfoke my leaue of Pelorus, and de⸗ 
parted. Comming home to my Tent, fraught with a thou⸗ 
land topiſh fancies, began toconiecture what ſhould be the 
cauſe of theſe tontrarie motions, the effect I felt, the octaſl⸗ 
on J could not find, applying therfoze a cdtrary ſalue to my 
ſoze, it did rather increaſe,than cure the maladie,foz compa⸗ 
nie was a coꝛaſlue, not a comfozt:thinking uſicke ſhould 
be a pꝛeſeruatiue, J founde it a popſon: and to be ſolitarie, 


Found it the ſinck of all ſoꝛrow:ſoꝛ then ſtrange thoughts, 


vnacquainted paſſions, pinching fancies, waking viſions, 
and lumbering watchings,diſquieted my head. Me thought 
A ſaw the counterfaite of Doralic ia befoze mine eyes, then 
the harmonie of her ſpeech ſounded in mine eares her lokes, 
ber goQures,yea,all her actions were partirularly deciphe⸗ 
red by a ſecret imagination. Wrapped thus in a laberinth 
of endleſſe kancies, when reaſon could not ſuppꝛeſſe wil, noz 
wiſedome controll affection , but that wit (though inuea⸗ 
gled) pet dildained the vſe ol a guide.

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recount the ſoꝛrowes I haue ſuitained ſince Jfirff was in⸗ 
ueigled with thybeautie,o2 the ſeruice J haue vowed bnto 
thy vertve, ſi ice thou doeſt count my talke, tbough never (0 
true, but mere topes, were rather to bꝛirde in thi an admi⸗ 
ration then a belafe. But this Y added fo2 the time, which 
the end ſhail try foꝛ a truth that ſo faithfull is my affection, - 
and ſo loyall is my loue, that it thou take not᷑ pittie ot my 
paſſicns, either my life ſhall be to ſhozt , oz my miſerie to 
long. 

Doralicia hearing attentiuely my talke oft times chann- 
ged colour. as one in great choller, being ſo inflamed with a 
melancholicke kind of hate, as ſhe was not of a long time a⸗ 
ble to vtꝰ er one wo2d, pet at laſt with a face full of furie, ſhe 
burſt ſoꝛth into theſe deſpightfull termes. 

Why Arbaſto(quoth ſhe art thou of late become fratick, 
oꝛ doeſt thou thinke me in a frenzie: haſt thou beene bitten 
with the Serpent Amphisbena which pzocureth madneſſe, 
o2 doeſt thou ſuppoſe me fraught with ſame lunatick fits,fo2 
thy ſpeech makes me thinke , either thou art troubled with 
the one, oz that thou countes me comb2ed with the other: if 
this thy poyſoned parle were in ieſt, it was to bzoad, wey⸗ 
ing the caſe, if in earneſt, to bad conſidering the perſon: foꝛ 
to talke ofpeate amidſt the pikes, ſheweth either a toward 
oꝛ a tounterfait: and to ſue foz loue by hate, either fren zie oꝛ 
follis. It is a mad Hare Arbaſto that will be caught with a 
Ca ber. a gredie fiſh that commeth to a bare hoke, a blind 
Goſe that runneth to the Fores ſermon, and the a louing 
fole that ſtopeth to her enemies lure. Nano, thinke me not 
ſo fond. oꝛ at leaſt hope not to find me ſo foliſh as with Phry- 
ne to fancie Cecrops , with Harpalice to like Archemerus, 
with Scilla fo loue Mvnos, with carelefſie Piz ions ſo far to 
foꝛget my honog,my honefite,mp parents, and my country, 
as to loue, nay not deadly to hate him which is a foe to the 
leaſtortheſe : fu; erperience teatheth me that the fairer the 
ſtone is in the Woades head, the moze peſtilent is the pop» 
ſon in her bowels, the bzighter the 3 ſcales be, the

Although theſe bitter blaſtes of Doralicia, had bene a ſuk. 
ficient coling carde to quench fond affedion, pet as the was 
ter cauſeth the ſeaccale to burne moze { cHhip , ſo her de . 
ſpightfull termes far moꝛe wilamed my deſire, that J made 
her this freadly reply. 

Alas(Padame) weigh my caſe with cquitie : if yon hate 
me, as Jam foe to <lorus, pet fauour me as Fam ſriend 
to.Doralicia . If you loth me as a tonqucrer of pour coun- 
trer pet pittie me as J ain a taptiue :o poor beautie It cou 
vouchſaſe not to liſten to the lure o your enemie, pet heare 
the paſſionate complaints of a perplexed louer, who leading 
others in triumph, ret he himſelfe liueth in moſt beplelle | 
ſeruitude. 

Af J haue done amifſe Doralicia, J will make amends; 
if à haue committed a fault, 3 will both requite it 6 recom⸗- 
pence it: as J haue bene thy fathers foe, ſo J will be his 
faithfall friend, as I haue ſought his bale, J will pzocure 

his bliſſe: yea, J will go againſt the haire in all things, ſo 1 
may pleaſe the in any thing. 
But as J was about to make a longer diſcourſe , ſhe cut

while Jcommit you to the fuit:d ofthe Gods. pzaying Foz⸗ 
tune rather to plague me withall miſhep then to croſſe you 
with any chip ok miſchance. 
Tye thankes J had foz this my friendly curteſie, was a 
top diſdainſull ioke of Doralicia, 4 a churliſh vale of the old 
trot Vecchia but Myrania as one ffong with the pzicke of 
fancie,bad me tarc well, with amoze curteous gloze. 

I fir (quoth ſhe) the ſecret intent ok your fr riendſhip had 
bene agrerable to the outward manner of your curteſie: ws 
had without robbing our memozies erc this relded peu 
great thautes ſoz your tompanie:but ſith you greet vs with

Such (quoth hee as happened fo Achilles by Pole xena, 
and vet he fearcd D. iamus But alas ſir, I ſiah to thinke and 
J (ozrow to ſee tt at reaſon ſhould y&id to affi diõ libertie to 
loue,freedome to fancie, that Venus chould beare the target, 
and Mars the diſtaffe: that Omphale Could handle the club, 

and Hercules the ſpindle; that Alexander ſhould crouch, 
and Campaſpe be coy: that a warlike mint e ſhould p&ld to 
a little wauering beauty and that a Pꝛince whoſe p20wefle 
could not be ſubdacd , ſhould by loue become ſubvicc at the 
firſt ſhot.

tealing thus my tate, the conered ſparkes burſt info great 
flames, that comming to my Tent, J was fozſt fo caſt mp 
ſelfe vpon my bed, where Jſobbed fwzth ſozrowfully theſes

Alas Arbaſto, how art thou perplered, thou both liueſt in 
ill hap,and loueſt without hope:thou burneſt in defire , and 
art toled with diſdaine;thou art bidden to the feaſt by lout, 
and art beate with the ſpit by beautie, But what then, doeſt 
thou count it care which thou ſuffereſt foz Doralicia, who 
ſhameth Venus foz her hue, and ſtaineth Diana foz ber chas 
ſtitie? Pea but Arbaſto, the moze beautie ſhe hath, the moze 
pꝛide and the moze bertue the moze pꝛeciſeneſſe. one muſt 
play on Mercurics pipe, but Orpheus: none rule Lucifer, 
but Pliœbus:none weare Venus in a tablet but Alexander, 
noz none entoy Doralicia,but ſuch an one as farre excedeth 
thee in perſon and parentage : thon ſerſt ſhe hath denied thy 
ſute,diſdained thy ſeruice,lightly reſpected thy loue, x (mal- 
ly regarded thy liking, onely pꝛomiſing this, while ſhe lines 
fo be thy pꝛofeſſed foe, And what then fond ſwle, wilt thou 
ſh:inke fo2 an Apꝛill ſhonre 2 knoweſt thou not that a deni⸗ 
all at the firſt is a graunt, and a gentle anſwer a flattering 
flout : that the moze they ſceme at the firſt toloath , the 
moꝛe they lone at the laſt.

The ſtone Sandraſta is not ſo hard, but being heat in the 
fire, it may he w2ought : no Juozie ſo tough, but ſeaſoned 
with Sutho, it may be ingraut, no hawke ſo haggard, which 
in time may not be called to the lure: noz no woman ſo wil⸗ 
full, which by ſome meancs may not be won. Hope the beſt

Well, being reſolued vpon this point , J felt my minde 
diſburthened of a thouſand cares, Wherewith befoze J was 
clogged. {ding my ſelfc with p hope of that pleaſure,which 
when I enjoyed ſhould recompence my foziner paine. 
Vu alas, pwze Myrama could not fle one minute of 
ſach eaſe , #02 ſhe vncefantly turned þ (one with Syſiphus, 
rolled on the whele with xn, and filled the bottomleſſe 
tubs with Belydeʒ in ſo much, that when ſhecould finde no 


meanes to mittigate her maladie, ſhe tell into theſe bitter

Ab Myrania,ah wzetched wetich Myrania, bow art thou 
without reaſon , which ſufferelt reaſon to perld vnto appe⸗

Why then ſeeke ſome meane to manikeſt thy lone to Ar- 
baſto : fog as the ſtone Draconites can by no meanes be po⸗ 
liſhed, vnleſſe the Lapidarie burne it, ſo thy minde can by 
no medicine becured , bnlefſe Arbaſto eaſe it: alas Arba- 
ſto, ſwet Arbaſto. And with that ſhe fetcht ſuch a groa⸗

Foztune frowning thus vpon her (as J ſuppoſed and 
fawning vpd me, J ſet my fote on the faireſt ſands, although 
at laſt J found the moſt fickle. thinking J mult needes tread 
the meaſures right, when Foꝛtune piped the daunce , but 
though J thzew at all, yet my chance was hard, foz Pelorus 
trifling foz truce, pꝛetẽded trealon:making a ſhew of feare, 
ſought ſubtillie how to onerth2zow me by deceit, ſaping that 
in ruling of Empires there is required as great pollicie as 
pꝛoweſſe, in gouerning an eſtate, cloſe crueltie doth moze 
god than open clemencte: fo2 the obtapning of a kingdome, 
as well miſchiefe as mercie is to be pꝛactiſed: that better he 
had commit an inconueniente in bzeaking his oth, than ſuf- 
fer a miſchiefe by keping his pꝛomiſe: ſetting downe the 
ſtaffe there foꝛe on this ſecure periarie,thus it fell out.

And raging in this choller , after be had lodged me vp in 
Lymbo, be went with all his Armie ts the Campe, where 
finding my ſouldiers ſecure , as men litle doubting of ſuch 
miſ-foztune , be made ſuch a monſtrous 4 mexcileſſe laughs 
ter, as of fitie thouſand he left few aliue, thoſe which remai- 
ned he plagued with all kind of lauerie , returning home 
with bis ſhamelefſe triumph. he commannded 5 in the mids 
pdf the Citi. there ſhould be made a great ſcaffold, wheren- 
pon within ten dapes J ſhould be executed:theſe heauie and 
bapleNe newes being come to mine eares, ſuch ſozrowfull 
paſſions perplexed my mind, as after flovsof bziniſh tearcs, 
J barf fozth into theſe bitter termes. 


O infozfunate Arvailo/quoth J) and therefoze themoze 
infoꝛtunate, becauſe Arbaſto, art thou not woztby of this 
miſhap , which wilfully ſought thine owne miſerie 2 canſt 
thou accuſe the Gods, which bidſt ſtrive againſt the Gods? 
tanſt thou condemne Foꝛtune, whichhaſt warred againſt 
nature, Foztune : No no, in ſuffering reaſon to yeld vn⸗ 
to appetite, wiſdome vnto will, and wit vnto affection,thou 
bait pꝛotured thine owne death, and thy Houldiers deſtru⸗ 

<ion-Loue,yes lone it is that bath pz6curevthy loſſe, beau⸗ 
tie that bath bzed thy bals: fancie hath given the the fople, 
and thine owne witleſſe will that hath wzought thy woe:the 
moze is thy payne,and the lefe thou art to be pittied: was 
there none fo line but Doralicia ? none to choſe bat thy foe ?

Myrania being thus reſolute in her opinion, began fo caff 
bepoad the nie, and to frarhe a thouſand deuiſes in her 
head to bzing her purpoſe to paſſe , fearing euerp ſhadow, 
doubting cuery wind, ſtumbling at the leaſt ſtraw, ret at 
the laſt pꝛicked fozward by fancte , ſhe thought to pꝛeut᷑t all 
canſe of feare in this wie. 

The euening befozethe mean to atch eue her enterpꝛiſe,
